HIS month we observe an important anniversary in our railroad’s bistory. 

Ut was 84 years ago, on May 10, 1869, that the Golden Spike was driven at 
Pramoutory, Utah, completing the first transcontinental railroad of which our 
pioneer line was the western link. 

Tt is a good time to pause and take stock. Let us consider where we are 
today—and tvhere we are going. 

After overcoming the tremendous difficulties involved in constructing the 
railroad that “couldn't be buill,” the “Big Four” (Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins 
and Crocker) immediately bad to face the problem of developing traffic. They 
had expected a large volume of freight from the Orient and from the Nevada 
mines, but the newly-built Suez Canal diverted the Oriental trade and Nevada 
mine production slumped. 

So, to develop traffic, an aggressive campaign was begun to bring settlers, 
tourists and industries to the territory served by the railroad. This effort was 
effective and is still being carried on today. 

Now—just as 84 years ago—our railroad and our industry face complex 
problems but, working together, we will meet our problems effectively just as 
our predecessors met theirs. 

The great territory we serve, our Golden Empire of eight western and south- 
western states, has bad. an amazing development. Its present rate of population 
and industrial growth is much greater than that of the rest of the country. In 
this growth we play an important part. But still greater progress aud oppor- 
tunities lie abead. We need have no nostalgia for the “good old days.” 

Southern Pacific is making extensive studies and plans not only to keep pace 
with the future development of the “Golden Empire,” but to stay abead of it. 


We will continue to provide our full share. of the modern, efficient transportation 


service needed by. the dynamic area.swe serve, ‘ 
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We were a new railroad in 1869. Today we are 84 years young. Our “steel 
bigbway” bas been rebuilt many times and is immeasurably better than it was in 
1869. Our trains and facilities have also been replaced in the same way. Since 
the end of World War 01 we have invested almost baif a billion dollars in plant 
and equipment. Each succeeding year sees us in a better position to give still 
finer service. 

Those pioneer railroad days were exciting, bul what of teday? Today we 
are living in an era of great discoveries in science and invention. We are 
applying many of these to railroading. Now we are making use of electronics. 
We have “push-button” freight yards that sort cars almost automatically, direct 
radio comntunication to trains, radar, electronic equipment to keep tabs on freight 
cars, and machines which speed up accounting and eliminate a great deal of 
drudgery. We have new types of locomotives representing a great advance in 
railroad efficiency. We are making use of new techniques and methods, many of 
which actially create new jobs. We have new philosophies of service. We are 
making new advances, too, in the field of human relations, both within our 
company and in our dealings with the public. 

Jf we but consider what is going on around ws, we can gain an awareness of 
our new opportunities that should give us new stimulus, new encouragement, 

We are grateful to those carly pioneers who built so soundly and placed in 
our care a great railroad system. It is our privilege to carry on in a broad gauge 
way so that we may leave a still better heritage to those who come after us. 

‘We live in an exciting present and we face a future that is full of promise 
for each of us and for our railroad.

HE first transcontinental railroad 

was completed on May 10, 1869. The 
East and West Coasts were joined by 
rail, Travelers could at last ride in com- 
fort across the plains and over the moun- 
tains of the young United States. 

Comfort? Well, it was more comfort- 
able than riding a covered wagon or a 
scries of jolting stage coaches. But com- 
pared to present standards, an early day 
train trip across the U.S. would he about 
as pleasant as a week in a cement mixer. 

Qur authority is no less a personage 
than Robert Louis Stevenson, famed 
author of “Treasure Island” and many 
other stories. In the late 1870's Steven- 
son took a railroad trip across the con- 
tinent. He wrote about it in the narra- 
tive “Across the Plains.” 

No one seemed to care if the passen- 
gers ate or slept, Stevenson found. Meals 
were grabbed at uncertain hours irom 
stands in stations along the route. The 
trains had a way of creeping out with- 
out warning, and passengers often had 
to leave their half finished meals and 
scramble aboard. 

Stevenson describes a passenger car of 
the period: “... that long narrow wooden 
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hox, like a flat-roofed Noah’s ark, with 
a stove and a couvenience, one at either 
end, a passage dewn the middle, and 
transverse benches upen either hand... 
the benches are too short for anything 
but a young child. There is starce elbow- 
room for two to sit, there will not be 
space for one to lie.” 


The trains of the time were halting, 
hot and dusty. At least they were until 
reaching Ogden, where Central Pacific, 
SP’s pioneering parent, took over. 

Stevenson was delighted when he 
boarded the Central Pacific cars. “The 
change was doubly welcome,” he wrote, 
“for first we had hetter cars on the new 
line; and second, those on which we had 
been cooped up for more than ninety 
hours had begun to stink abominably...” 

“The ears of the Central Pacific were 
nearly twice as high, and so propor- 
tionally airier; they were freshly var- 
nished, which gave us all a sense of 
cleanliness as though we had bathed... 
and there was an upper tier of berths 
which could be closed by day and opened 
at night.” 

Jt is obvious from this unsolicited tes- 
timouy that even in its earliest days our

railroad paid close attention to the com- 
fort of its passengers. Even as today, the 
equipment was designed for the maxi- 
mam pleasure of the traveling public. 


It’s too bad Mr. R. L. Stevenson can’t 
be alive to travel west over the same 
route today. He'd come on the City of 
San Francisco or the Overland. When he 
arrived in San Francisco we'd show him 
around and then persuade him te travel 
down to Los Angeles aboard the Coast 
or San Joaquin Daylights, or the Ow! or 
the Lark, Then we'd give him a choice 
of riding the Golden State from Los An- 
geles up to Chicago, or the Sunset Lim- 
ited through the Southwest to New 
Orleans. If Mr. Stevenson liked us in the 
1870's, think how he'd feel about us now! 


Southern Pacific is the West’s pio- 
neer railroad, And it’s pioneering today 
just as much as it was when it was carv- 
ing out a roadbed over the rugged 
Sierra. We are continuing to blaze the 
trail in providing better railroad service 
of the kind the public wants and needs, 
And if R. L. Stevenson were around to 
write another travel story, chances are 
there would be a very long chapter 
titled, “SP, Friend of the Passenger.” 
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Railroaders Everywhere Are 
Backing Housekeeping Drive 


HE Geod Housekeeping Campaign 
continues in full swing! Last month 
railroaders concentrated on the cleaning 
and clearing of aisles, paths, halls, 
ramps, stairways and platforms. During 
May the campaign is focused on the ap- 
pearance and cleanliness of washrooms, 
locker rooms, waiting rooms and lunch 
and recreation rooms, with emphasis on 
proper lighting, heating, ventilation and, 
above all, cleanliness. 

J. W. Corbett, vice president in charge 
of operations, recently stated that the 
correction and improvement of these fa- 
cilities ig a matter of concern. 

“While there is much that may be 
accomplished on a purely local level,” he 
said, “there is no doubt that in some 
cases considerable expenditures may be 
involved. In such cases, we must de- 
velop a long range program which will 
ultimately result in much general im- 
provement of these facilities. 

“The reports and recommendations of 
employes and their committees will play 
a major role in this as in all other phases 
of our Good Housekeeping campaign.”

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SP Traffic Men Throughout 
Nation Attend “Family” Meet 


ORE than 250 SP people, includ- 

ing freight and passenger salesmen 
from the Pacific Lines and the T&NO, 
the General Agency territory, PE, NWP, 
and SD&AE, also officers and representa- 
tives from the Cotton Belt and from 
other departments, assembled in Hous- 
ton April 6-7 for another Family Meet- 
ing of traffic forces (picture on page 
24). President D, J. Russell, in the 
opening-day address, declared the meet- 
ing was as impertant as any the Com- 
pany would hold in 1953. 


The two-day session came midway in 
a 18-day program that took the traffic 
salesmen on a tour of a large segment 
of the railroad’s eight-state territory 
from the Pacific Coast through Texas 
and Louisiana, and included a trip for 
freight representatives over the Cotton 
Belt from Dallas to St. Lou 


Trafic and related subjects on the 
agenda for the Houston meeting weré 
similar in some respects to the com- 
prehensive program presented at last 
year’s Traffic Family Meeting in San 
Francisco. But the opportunity given the 
traffic salesmen from cities throughout 
the nation, also from points in Mexico 
and Canada, to get better acquainted 
with each other, to talk over matters 
that had been the subject of much inter- 
office correspandence, to become more. 
familiar with the railroad’s facili 
and to see some of the spectacular in- 
dustrial and agricultural expansion tak- 
ing place over the system territory, sur- 
passed any project of the kind yet 
staged by SP—or perhaps by any other 
railroad. 


The extensive arrangements for the 
meeting and accompanying tours were 
under the direct supervision of System 
Vice Presidents W. W. Hale and C. E, 
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Peterson, in cooperation with Executive 
Vice President E. A. Craft at Houston 
and Cotten Belt’s President H. J. Me- 
Kenzie at St. Louis. 

Most of the Pacific Coast represe 
tiv sembled in Los Angeles on April 
1. There they toured the metropolitan 
and harbor industrial areas and watched 
operations at the new “push-butten™ 
freight yard. PE’s President O. A, Smith 
addressed the group at dinner before 
they boarded the special train for New 
Orleans. Southwestern and Mexico traffic 
representatives joined the group at Phoe- 
nix, Tucson, El Paso, San Antonio and 
Houston, 


General Agency officers and more rep- 
resentatives from the T&NO met the 
special train contingent at New Orleans 
on April 4. The city’s industrial area, 
rail and water facilities and tourist at- 
tractions were seen during the day. And 
that night, after a dinner at one of New 
Orleans’ famed restaurants, the group 
was doubled back by train to Lake 
Charles, where on Easter, Sunday morn- 
ing the railroaders went to religious 
services of their choice. Then followed 
a tour of the huge petroleum, chem- 
ical and allied industrial plants extend- 
ing from Lake Charles throughout the 
Orange, Port Arthur, Beaumont areas. 

At the first morning session of the 
Family Meeting in Houston, opened hy 
Vice President Hale, the SP sales forces 
and representatives of other depart- 
ments, heard President Russell keynote 
the program with a vigorous and opti- 
mistic talk that aroused pride in the 
aggressive spirit of the Company's man- 
agement and strengthened confidence in 
the railroad’s future. 

He emphasized that success in keep- 
ing SP in the front rank of the railroad

industry, in its meriting recognition as 
“the best in the business,” depends on 
how good a job is done by everyone on 
the SP team, whether it be in some de- 
tail of service on a passenger train or 
how quickly a shipper gets his carload 
of freight spotted. 


“We are working for a great railroad 
and, for the good of ail of us, our ob- 
jective must be to make it an even 
greater one,” he said. 

Referring to 1952 accomplishments 
and the necessity of constantly gauging 
operations in terms of net profit, Russell 
said that on the basis of net revenue last 
year SP ranked twenty-third among the 
nation’s largest corporations, seventh in 
total assets, and third among the coun- 
try’s-railroads in total revenue. “All of 
us ean be gratified by the fact that SP 
continues to be among the top fifty cor- 
porations whose securities are owned by 
leading investment funds of the country, 
and in the fact that stockholder owner- 
ship in the railroad continues to grow,” 
he added. 

The president spoke optimistically of 
the traffic volume, both freight and pas- 
senger, that should continue to develop 
from the expanding industrial and pop- 
ulation growth in SP’s territory. “These 
new industries as you have seen, are of 
a stable and diversified character, all of 
them vital to the national economy 
rather than dependent on national de- 
fense for their existence,’ he said. 
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“Should there come the truce in Korea 
we all hope for, I estimate that less 
than 1% of SP’s total revenue would 
be affected. Great quantities of ma- 
terials, such as for Korean rehabilitation 
would continue to move to the West 
Coast ports.” 


Locking to the future, President Rus- 
sell told of the long-range planning that 
is continually underway so expenditures 
can be fitted into a pattern designed 
to keep the railroad in a position to 
quickly take advantage of favorable sit- 
uations as they develop. 


Combined Effort Stressed 


“AN of you can help in this plan- 
ning, in this forward thinking,” he teld 
the traffic salesmen. “Keep your imagin- 
ation and ingenuity working on new and 
better ways of handling our business. 
Be on the lookout for advantageous in- 
dustrial sites. Watch closely for chang- 
ing trends in our traffic volume and 
for significant trends in business con- 
ditions so we can act quickly to pro- 
tect the company’s best interests!” 

He urged the traffic men to be ‘alert 
to every opportunity to strengthen their 
personal standing, and that of the com- 
pany, in their respective communities. 
“We want the people in cities along our 
lines to know us as good neighbors and 
as friendly, capable railroaders. And 
we want them to recognize SP .as an 
important asset to their communities.” 
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Other principal officers who spoke, 
or were introduced, at the opening ses- 
sion, included: E. A. Craft and C. E. 
Peterson; W. G. Peoples, assistant vice 
president, system freight traffic, and R. 
M. Gilmore, assistant to vice president, 
system passenger traffic, who had an im- 
Portant part in arranging the agenda 
of subjects for the meeting; F. L. Gor- 
don, freight traffic manager, T&NO; H. 
H. Gray, passenger trafic manager,T& 
NO; C. T. Collett, general traffic man- 
ager, Chicago; J. L. Cook, general traf- 
fic manager, Cotton Belt; L. G. Hoff, 
general traffic manager, Mexico; also 
T&NO officers R. W. Barnes, vice pres- 
ident; K. P. Chinn, assistant executive 
vice president; T. M. Spence, general 
manager; J. J. Moore, assistant general 
manager; and E. W. Torian, general 
superintendent of transportation. 


Freight and passenger traffic manag: 
ers, general and district agents, and 
experts in many traffic fields, spoke on 
all subjects related to their work during 
the two-day sessions. The speakers were 
too numerous to mention by name, but 
their subjects covered such topics as: 
long-range planning; industry locating 
and team-track usage; selection and 
training. of passenger personnel; traf- 
fie trends and forecasts; Haison with 
station agents, division superintendents 
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and staffs; off-line freight and  pas- 
senger sales; export and import trai- 
fic; perishable, merchandise, mail and 
express traffic; meeting competition 
through utilization of trucking facili- 
ties, on-time performances; handling 
trailers on flat cars; value of “over- 
nights”; passenger telephone sales tech 
niques; new equipment programs; im- 
provements in schedules and services; 
dieselization program; improvements in 
terminal yard facilities and operations; 
IBM operation in reporting car move- 
ments; general improvements in pas- 
senger and dining car services; rates 
and in-transit privileges; progress in re- 
ducing freight claims and in preventing 
freight loss and damage; advertising 
techniques in telling public about our 
Company and services. 

On the third day in Houston the 
Family Meeting participants toured the 
local industrial area and the railroad’s 
terminal facilities where the new $6,000,- 
000 “push-buiton” classification yard 
will be built. Next day many took the 
trip to Texas City and Galveston, while 
others visited at the T&NO General 
Offices. 

April 10 the trafic salesmen, accom- 
panied by T&NO officers, again board- 
ed their special train at Houston for the

Operating Men Meet for Discussion on 
Effect of Employe Relations on Safety 


ORE than 150 Southern Pacific 

supervisory officers from the ten 
Pacific Lines divisions gathered at the 
Palace Hotel in San Francisco April 13 
to discuss employe relations and safety, 
and how good teamwork can be brought 
about through use of the principles of 
the Company’s Human Relations Pro- 
gram, 

J. W. Corbett, vice president in charge 
of operations, made the welcoming ad- 
dress to the supervisors. 

President D. J. Russell, speaking at 
the luncheon session, commented that 
the Company was always on the look- 
out for new ideas and suggestions to im- 
prove our service. “By the same token,” 
he said, “we are always receptive to sug- 
gestions that will improve the safe work- 
ing conditions of our employes. It is up 
to the local supervisors to encourage and, 
wherever possible, put into effect these 
safety suggestions.” 

Panel discussions and motion pictures 
in the morning and afternoon sessions 
emphasized safe work practices through 
maintaining good empleyc relations 
W. 0. Brown, master mechanic, Port- 
land Division, and L. M. Fox, assistant 
road foreman of ‘engines, Shasta Divi- 
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sion, were panel leaders, Chairman of 
the meeting was M. A. Nugent, super- 
intendent of safety. 

Supervisors who participated in the 
morning panel were D. R. Anderson, 
trainmaster, Shasta Division; K. Boeh- 
mer, supervisor automotive equipment, 
Portland Division; P. G. Vaughn, as- 
sistant road foreman of engines, Shasta 
Division; and S, Phillips, station super- 
visor, Portland Division. 


Participating in the afternoon session 
were: K. E. Gwinn, trainmaster, Port- 
land Division; W. C. Morris, assistant 
terminal superintendent, Sacramento Di- 
vision; J. W. McLaughlin, master car 
repairer, Portland Division; and G. E. 
Hinton, assistant general storekeeper, 
Sacramento Division,

trip to the southernmost tip of Texas 
to see the industrial and agricultural de- 
velopments in the Corpus Christi, Har- 
lingen, Brownsville areas and elsewhere 
in the Lower Rio Grande Valley. They 
went to Dallas on April 11 for a tour 
of that city and its industrial areas, 
climaxed by a group dinner that was 
the occasion for goodbyes. 

Passenger representatives returned to 
Pacifie Lines via El Paso, while freight 
and ‘eastern and mid-western off-line 
representatives made a daylight run over 
the Cotton Belt. Several officers of the 
Cotton Belt were aboard the special 
train to point out developments of in- 
terest across north Texas, Arkansas and 
into Missouri. There was a morning tour 
on April 13 of St. Louis, particularly to 
seé.the Cotton Belt facilities. President 
McKenzie, with many of his officers and 
traffic ‘representatives, greeted the group 
at lunch. 


Over public. address systems and 
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through printed material the T&NO and 
Cotton Belt representatives gave the 
touring traflic men detailed information 
on industrial and agricultural develop- 
ment, and on railroad facilities as the 
tours progressed. Many details were in- 
volved in making arrangements for the 
tours, the handling of announcements, 
and in assigning sleeping space on 
trains. Much credit.is due those (too 
many to name) who were responsible. 

The general consensus of the reac- 
tion of those who attended was summed 
up in the remarks of one of the district 
agents, who said. 


“The fine opportunity we have had 
to get acquainted with so many fellows 
on a first-name basis, and to get a better 
feel of the railroad as a whole, cannot 
help but make for better sales efforts 
throughout the traffic organization.” 


Even though busy, railroaders are 
always ready ta answer questions, no 
matter how unusual they may be, that 
come to them daily by mail and phone. 
Here's a case in point: A lady in Scot- 
land wrote to Western Pacific, seeking 
the whereabouts of a retired conductor 
who was an old family friend. WP had 
no record of the man, so referred the 
letter to SP on the chance he had been 
with us. We had no record either, but 
the letter was given to Chief Special 
Agent A. J. McKenna to see what might 
be learned from public records. By co- 
incidence, McKenna had known the man 
as a former Pullman conductor and was 
able to locate him through Pullman Co. 
Now, two old friends, one in San Fran- 
cisco, the other in Scotland, are ex- 
changing correspondence because rail- 
roaders go out of their way to be of 
assistance to people.

the Rockies and Bitter Root Mountains 
and on the south by the Blue Moun.

The “Inland Empire” embraces some 
of the wealthiest and most productive 
agricultural, lumbering and mining areas 
in the nation. It is also growing in man- 
ufacturing importance. Spokane is the 
recognized industrial and commercial 
center, and in Spokane arc SP General 
Agent T. J. McCarry, TF&PA Carl Q. 
Uggen, and Chief Clerk George G. Barry 
making sure that our company reccives 
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its share of the considerable transporta- 
tion business controlled from the ter- 
ritory. 


Other important business centers 


SPOKANE IS ONE OF MAJOR CITIES OF PACIFIC NORTHWEST, 


within the territory are Lewiston, Coeur 
d'Alene, Kellogg and Wallace, in Idaho; 
Libby and Kalispell, in Montana; Yak- 
ima, Wenatchee, Walla Walla, Pasco- 
Kennewick-Richland, in Washington. 

Lumbering, mining and agriculture 
comprise the basic economy of the “In- 
land Empire,” and recent years have 
brought a marked increase in manufac- 
turing, Most noteworthy has been the 
territory’s ascendancy to one of the na- 
tion’s leading sources of pig and man- 
ufactured aluminum. Other principal 
manufactured products include flour and 
cereals; poultry, dairy and meat prod- 
ucts; livestock feeds; lumber products; 
clay and cement products; machinery 
and metal products; truck trailer bodies; 
and petroleum products. 


Here are some briefs on agriculture 
and industry within the territory: There 
are 150 active mining operations in the 
Cocur d’Alene region producing lead, 
silver and zinc; the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines believes the Metaline mining dis- 
trict, 160 miles north of Spokane, is 
potentially one of the world’s major lead. 
and zine fields; there are some 600 saw- 
mills in the “Inland Empire” producing 
about 2% billion board feet annually; 
the Columbia Basin Irrigation Project, 
located about 100 miles south of Spo- 
kane, will eventually create nearly 2 mil- 
lion additional acres of productive farm 
land; over 200 crops.are grown commer-

cially in the “Inland Empire”; gross 
farm receipts in 1951 totaled $499,573,- 
000, the wheat crop accounting for $157,- 
189,000; the apple crop, centered in the 
Yakima and Wenatchee districts, had a 
value of $64,109,000 in 1951; a large 
Atomic Energy Commission project is 
located at Richland, Washington. 

The “Inland Empire” is well known 
for its scenery and opportunities for out- 
door recreation, People come from all 
over the world to enjoy the outstanding 
hunting and fishing there. Glacier Na- 
tional Park in Northwestern Montana 
attracts many visitors to the area. Grand 
Coulee Dam in North Central Washing- 
ton is easily accessible from Spokane 
and is very popular with tour groups as 
well as individual visitors to the Pacific 
Northwest. Good connections with the 
Shasta Daylight and the Cascade at 
Portland make the Shasta Route a well 
traveled one for the nearly one million 
persons who live in the “Inland Empire.” 


General Agent McCarry and his staff 
keep an eye on the shipping and travel 
plans of those million residents of their 
territory and they are constantly at their 
call to help them arrange for friendly 
Southern Pacific service. 


The average parlor and sleoping car 
passenger last year traveled 417 miles, 
compared with 410 miles in 1951. 
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Curing Our “Melon=-choly” 


N financial circles the term “splitting 

a melon” means dividing up the 
profits of a successful business enter- 
prise. To Southern Pacific’s Freight Pro- 
tection, Merchandise and Station Serv- 
ice people, splitting a melon means 
money down the drain. For melons, 
watermelons, that is, are one of SP’s 
least profitable shipments. 


We handled 1,688 carloads of the lus- 
cious fruit during 1952. We split an 
average of 54 watermelons in each car. 
Claims on these totaled $54,144. 


This, to say the least, is a sad state 
of, affairs. For every $100 of revenue 
SP received for hauling the melons, we 
paid out $14.34 in claims. 


What is being done about it? Freight 
Protection, Merchandise and Station 
Service experts are conducting extensive 
research to determine ways to cut down 
the damage. They’re making progress 
too. Last year breakage was reduced by 
9.7 melons per car. But a lot of melons 
were still broken. Ae the 1953 water- 
melon season is about to commence, 
shippers, brokers and the railroad are 
determined that there will be a marked 
decrease in breakage. 


The biggest. problem is that water- 
melons are not packaged, and no feasi- 
ble, economical way has becn devised to 
package them. Watermelons in shipment 
are therefore packaged together in one 
huge container, the ear itself. 
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To determine ow damage to the 
melons occurs, FPM&SS has evolved a 
questionnaire which is attached to the 
waybill and is filled out by the destina- 
tion agent. Some of the questions asked 
are: date car arrived, number of melens 
broken, number decayed, variety of fruit, 
amount of shift in lading, quantity of 
straw on floor. 

As the reports come in, the informa- 
tion is recorded on punched cards. When 
the season is over the cards are sorted 
and the information is evaluated. It 
may be found that one varicty of melon 
sustains very little breakage. Another 
variety might be found to be particularly 
susceptible to decay in transit, This in- 
formation helps FPM&SS determine 
which melons have desirable features 
from a shipping standpoint. They make 
their information available to the grow- 
ers and shippers so that they will know 
which variety of melon should be 
shipped Jocally and which will stand a 
longer haul. 

Watermelons are a particularly fragile 
commodity. Therefore, it is the railroad’s 
responsibility to give the cars extra care- 
ful handling. Impact recorders are used 
to determine where unwarranted shocks 
to the cars occur. Steps are then taken 
to eliminate that cause of breakage when 
possible. Yard crews are taking partic- 
ular pains this year to sce that cars 
loaded with watermelons are coupled 
with minimum impact. 
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Retroactive Wages 
Paid Quickly by SP 
RESIDENT D. J. RUSSELL has av- 


nounced that Southern Pacific was 
onc of the first railroads in the country 
to make the retroactive wage payments 
awarded by a Federal referee on March: 
18. The retroactive wage adjustment for 
certain classes of employes embraced a 
period extending from December 1, 
1952, 1o March 31, 1953. On April 15 
the SP checks to Pacific Lines employes 
and others no longer in SP service but 
covered by the award were available for 
delivery. The 82,000 retroactive checks 
totaled over $1,900,000. 

Timekeeping bureaus worked overlime 
to the fullest practicable extent to ex- 
pedite the preparation of pay rolls. 
Recently installed machine timekeeping 
and pay roll equipment aided the time- 
keeping forces in rapidly completing the 
project,
